WASHINGTON (UPI) — A defiant 
group of civil rights demonstrators 
staged a Selma protest sit-in in the 
White House today and demanded to 
see President Johnson. 


A spokesman said that if the meet­ 
ing wasn’t arranged, the demonstra­ 
tors would have to be forcibly hauled 
out of the executive mansion. 


Dick Brown, a Washington Negro, 
told newsmen: “They’re going to stay 
there until they drag them out or put 
them out. They want to see the Presi­ 
dent take action in Selma.” 


Newsmen and photographers were 
not allowed to cover the actual demon­ 
stration. White House police tried for 
several hours to persuade the protest­ 
ers to leave voluntarily. 


As time went on, patrol wagons 
were seen taking up station on 
the White House grounds. 


The demonstrators, number­ 
ing about a dozen, gained entry 
to the White House by joining 
a public tour. On the lower floor 
corridor where they entered, 
they suddenly plopped them­ 
selves down and began singing 
’’We Shall Overcome.” 


The protest began about 11 30 
a m. EST. The White House po- 
lice chief, Maj. Ralph Stover,

Pilot's Body 
Is Recovered; 
Crash Probed 


The body of a 23-year-old pilot 
whose jet plane crashed off St. 
Vincent’s Hill at 7:20 p.m. Tues­ 
day was found at 4:19 p.m. yes­ 
terday just south of the Hamil­ 
ton Air Force Base runway. 
Location of the body north of 
the plane, which crashed as it 
headed for the air base, raised 
the possibility the jet had circled 
Marin County without a pilot. 
The 4C Skyhawk plane, piloted 
by Lt. (J.G.) Rosolino J. Territo 
of the Lemoore Naval Air Sta­ 
tion 
in San Joaquin County, 
burned in the crash. 
The pilot’s body was found 
nearly two miles from the plane 
wreckage and not in the line of 
the crashed plane, according to 
Lt. Cmdr. Raymond Sin well, in 
formation officer at Alameda 
Naval Air Station. 
At first it was thought the 
pilot had gone down with his 
plane. When neither his body 
nor seat was found in the burned 
wreckage, a search was made of 
the bay. 
It was spotted by a Goast 
Guard helicopter and recovered 
by a ground crew from Western 
Air Rescue at Hamilton. 
The parachute had streamed 
out, but failed to open, according 
to Western Air Rescue. The 
body was still in the ejection 
seat. It had been covered by 
water during the day and was 
revealed at low tide. 
“ The Navy will certainly in­ 
vestigate whether the plane hac 
made three quarters of a circle 
over Marin County between the 
time the pilot ejected and the 
plane crashed,” Sinwell said.

Increased 
State Harbor 
Funds Urged 


SACRAMENTO (U P l)- A Sen­ 
ate committee has recommend­ 
ed that the state small craft 
harbors revolving fund be in­ 
creased $2 million annually to 
help finance new boating facil­ 
ities. 
The fund is financed through 
$2 million in boat fuel taxes. 
The Senate Natural Resourcse 
Committee yesterday estimat­ 
ed that the “ true amount” of 
boat fuel taxes paid by water, 
sportsmen was $4 million, with 
the excess $2 million going into 
the motor vehicle fund. The 
committee said this meant the 
added money was “ being utiliz­ 
ed in highway construction.”

Gov. Edmund G. Brown said, 
“The four letter word was the 
last word in causing the resig­ 
nations.” But neither adminis­ 
trator has given a clear expla­ 
nation of his action. 
The Emergency Executive 
Committee of Berkeley’s Aca­ 
demic Senate, a faculty group, 
said Tuesday night the adminis­ 
trators’ resignations came at a 
time when the campus was 
“establishing sound and work­ 
able policies in the area of 
political expression.

Joseph Karesh of San Francisco 
Superior Court today ordered 
the State Department of Motor 
Vehicles to immediately rein­ 
state Lester H. Hingsbergen of 
32 Dellwood Court, San Rafael, 
as Northern California investi­ 
gator. 
His ruling also called for pay­ 
ment to Hingsbergen of his sal­ 
ary since an earlier reinstate­ 
m ent order, less what he has 
m ade meanwhile as a car sales­ 
man. 
The state attorney general, 
however, at once filed notice of 
intention to appeal the ruling. 
Judge Karesh’s order followed 
a three-day hearing on his order 
for the state to show cause why 
it had not complied with a pre­ 
vious court ruling that Hings­ 
bergen be reinstated. 
In issuing it, he extolled the 
Ran Rafael m an’s 32-year rec­ 
ord in the motor vehicle de­ 
partm ent. 
Today’s order was foreseen 
after the judge Interrupted the 
hearing yesterday with a blast 
against 
the 
State 
Personnel 
Board. He said he did not want 
to see “ the secretary of some 


state agency pick up the phone 
and destroy a m an.” 
Near the close of the session, 
Judge Karesh burst out: 
“ They fired him three times, 
didn’t they? And for what? He 
sold raffle tickets. He got cars 
at most for friends with no 
profit for himself. Is that the 
type of act for which he should 
be fired with all the attending 
disgrace?” 
The judge said that he was 
a prosecutor for 12 years and 
had seen real crimes. “ I just 
can’t believe these type of of­ 
fenses w arrant this type of pun­ 
ishment. What has Mr. Hings 
bergen done that would w arrant 
his being fired three times? I 
just don’t understand.” 
Hingsbergen was fired in 1963 
after he refused to answer ques­ 
tions about other employees in 
a department scandal. Later he 
was charged with getting cars 
for cost for friends, selling raf­ 
fle tickets and having employ 
ees run personal errands on 
state time.

One chair was left empty last 
right on stage at Brown’s Hall, 
Mill Valley, except for a banjo 
and a sign, “ Gone to Miss., with 
love.” 
All other chairs in the hall 
were filled and people stood to 
hear civil rights work reports 
from two carpenters, two law- 
years, a student and a minister. 
“Chris Bratt is in West Point, 
Miss.,” said chairman Martin 
J. Rosen, “ to do a job of laying 
out church construction. The 
banjo belongs to carpenter Bratt, 
and is the best banjo this side 
of the Mississippi.” 
First to speak was Karen Dun­ 
can, attractive San Francisco 
State College sophomore, for­ 
merly of Novato and now of Mill 
Valley. She spent last summer 
in Mississippi, working much of 
the time as Freedom School 
teacher near Canton. She left 
briefly to attend the Democratic 
convention 
in 
Atlantic 
City 
where she worked with others 
to try to gain recognition of 
Freedom Democratic Party del 
egates from Mississippi. 
“ I have not been arrested so 
I ’m not a typical civil rights 
worker,” she said. 
She said Rep. Donald H. Gau 
sen, who represents California’s 
First District, told her, “ I don’ 
have anything to do with Mis­ 
sissippi.” Clausen voted against 
a challenge to seating of five 
Mississippi congressmen elect 
ed in November. “ If you want to 
do something, get on Don Clau 
sen’s back, said Miss Duncan. 
Carpenter Othel Mallouf, part­ 
ner of Bratt in Little Gem Con­ 
struction Co. in Homestead, told 
how he and four other carpen­ 
ters drove in a truck to Jackson, 
Miss., in 46 hours to help re­ 
build a church. He said while a 
lot of whites in Mississippi are 
‘ really sympathetic,” they are 
also afraid. 
“ A lot of people ask, why did 
I go to Mississippi?” he said. 
' One reason is to give a little 
moral support, another to let 
Negro people there have cour­ 
age to carry this on and let 
them 
know all white 
people 
aren’t the same.” 
Attorney Robert D. Carrow, 
mayor of Novato, explained his 


work taking depositions relating 
to denial of the vote to Mississip­ 
pi Negroes for the attempt to 
par the five congressmen. 
He said he felt he and other 
attorneys accomplished some- 
tiing in a legal sense but, just 
as important, “ there was a very 
marked effect in the Negro 
community.” 
“Some 70 additional votes are 
all that is needed” to join the 
48 congressmen who voted to 
deny the seating,” he said. 
Philip 
Drath, 
San 
Rafael 
Guilder and a Quaker, said it 
was not just rebuilding churches 
that was important but “an at­ 
tempt to bring about some re­ 
conciliation between white and 
Negro communities.” 
He said the Committee of 
Concern has received money 
from all over including 17 for­ 
eign countries, mostly from Af­ 
rica, to rebuild 
bombed 
and 
bumed-out churches. He said a 
third group of five carpenters 
eft yesterday for Mississippi 
and many college students are 
assisting, including some from 
Millsap and “Ole Miss.” 
Attorney Benjamin B. Drey­ 
fus of Mill Valley said he has 
just returned from Washington 
where he worked with congress­ 
men and attorneys on the seat­ 
ing challenge. 
He said his duty in Meridian, 
Miss., was to interview wit­ 
nesses willing to testify in de­ 
positions. “ It was a rich anc 
rewarding experience,” he said. 
“What we read about Selma 
looks as if those who went to 
Mississippi took the easy way,” 
Dreyfus commented. 
Rev. Jack Bartlett, associate 
minister of Mill Valley Commu­ 
nity Church, told of experiences 
in January in Hattiesburg, Miss., 
where he worked with Negro 
and white clergymen. With the 
latter, he said, “the situation 
was quite hopeless.” He said he 
was asked to leave a citizens 
council meeting in the court­ 
house, then kicked and struck 
in the street. 
“A great tragedy is these peo­ 
ple have to spend the great 
value they have as humans to 
get rights that we take for grant- 
er,” said Rev. Bartlett.

pend on support from a coali­ 
tion of Republicans and north­ 
ern Democrats, just as the 1964 
civil rights law was passed. 
A three-page statement issued 
after the first meeting of the 
new 
Republican 
Coordinating 
Committee yesterday d e a l t 
with

issues—civil 
rights 
and 
foreign 
policy. 
Twenty-one of the 26 members 
attended, including the entire 


11-man congressional leadership 
group, two former presidential 
candidates, four governors and 
four members of the GOP Na­ 
tional Committee. 
With one eye on Selma, Ala., 
the Republicans said: 
“ We urgently favor federal 
action to assure all citizens of 
the United States of their con­ 
stitutional rights without dis 
crimination on account of race 
or color. The goal of the Repub­ 
lican party is that by the 1966 
elections every American citi 
zen shall be assured of his con 
stitutional right to vote.” 


A puzzle over a suicide note 
and an abandoned car which 
had Marin law officers scratch­ 
ing their heads seven months 
ago was solved yesterday by 
some determined detective work 
by Mrs. Jean Jenkins of Bryte, 
Yolo County. 
A car owned by Mrs. Jenkins’ 
ex-husband, Leonard M. Jen­ 
kins, was found with a suicide 
note inside at Vista Point park­ 
ing area near the Golden Gate 
Bridge July 23 last year. 
At about the same time, Mrs. 
Jenkins received a letter from 
her ex-husband stating he was 
“ going to end it all on the 
Golden Gate Bridge . . . I am 
taking Harold with me.” Harold 
is the couple’s 4-year-old son. 
But the note in the car didn’t 
mention Harold. 
Sgt. 
James 
Shanahan of the California High­ 
way Patrol in Marin noted that 
although a Richmond Oil credit 
card was left behind by Jen­ 
kins, a Shell credit card he had 
used was not in the car. 
This, combined with the fact 
that Jenkins had expressed a 
desire to go to Mexico and be 
a beachcomber, caused Shana­ 
han to doubt he was a suicide. 
Yesterday Jenkins walked into 
the Missing Persons Bureau in 
San Francisco and identified 
himself. 
His appearance was the result 
of a hunch by Mrs. Jenkins 
which led her to set up her own 
private “ stake-out” near the 
home of Jenkins’ first ex-wife, 
Jane, in San Francisco. 
Last Friday the hunch paid 
off when Jane Jenkins appeared 
with 4-year-old Harold. Jean 
Jenkins walked over and took 
her child. 
When he appeared yesterday, 
Jenkins told police he was work­ 
ing in San Francisco for a whole­ 
sale furniture house. He refused 
to say what he and the boy had 
been doing for the past several 


months. They disappeared at the 
end of a period of 30 days in 
which Jenkins had custody of 
the boy. 
Seven months ago Jenkins’ 
father, Ray M. Jenkins of Stock­ 
ton, told police his son told him 
of winning $1,200 in a Lake Ta­ 
hoe casino, just before he dis­ 
appeared. 
“ The boy and I have lived 
well,” Jenkins said cryptically 
yesterday.

Comptroller of the Currency 
James J. Saxon, who joined two 
top aides in these charges, also 
blamed dishonest practices by 
the president of the San Fran­ 
cisco National Bank for its fail­ 
ure last January. 
Barr refrained from mention­ 
ing names in a prepared state­ 
ment.

Sen. Dodd's Speech Aids Johnson

WASHINGTON—Until a lew 
days ago, a visitor in the United 
States could easily get the im­ 
pression that President Johnson 
was wholly out of step with the 
American people in his refusal 
to pull out of Viet Nam. 
The critics of his policy domi­ 
nated the stage in the Senate, 
the traditional forum for debate 
on foreign affairs. They made 
long speeches condemning the 
United States for fighting the 
Communists in Viet Nam and 
said the only proper course in 
all morality and good judgment 
was to leave. Some of the. 
critics filled page after page in 
the Congressional Record with 
letters and telegrams from peo­ 
ple who agreed with their de­ 
nunciations of President John­ 
son. 


Many newspapers published 
advertisements signed by col­ 
lege professors and demanding 
negotiaiton and withdrawal— 
or just plain withdrawal. 


It is always hard to appraise 
American public opinion on a 


warmly controversial issue. 
Diplomats stationed in Washing­ 
ton and at the U. N. in New 
York did become convinced, to 
a considerable extent,.that in­ 
dignation was rising against 
President Johnson in this coun­ 
try and that he would be forced 
to reverse his Viet Nam policy. 
Then, on Feb. 23, a Connecti­ 
cut Democrat, Sen. Thomas J. 
Dodd, made a speech that was 
more than overdue in that body. 
He showed that Viet Nam is

but one aspect of a worldwide 
struggle, that the United States 
cannot surrender there without 
mortal danger to its own safety 
and self-respect, and that “ it is 
preposterous to maintain that 
we should reduce our effort and 
lessen our commitment” in any 
part of the struggle. 
Once speech can’t change the 
course of the world but it can 
have a migthy influence. Sena­ 
tor Didd’s scholarly array of 
facts about Southeast Asia and 
his logic in presenting them may 
have turned the tide, at least 
for now, in the Senate. Some 
senators have said as much in 
public and others are saying it 
privately. 
It is a fact that the disen- 
gagers have been 
relatively 
quiet since then, 
while the 
United States has been stepping 
up its combat role in Viet Nam. 
It is also a fact that mail to 
some senators and representa­ 
tives has shifted from strongly 
in favor of withdrawal to strong­ 
ly in favor of staying and halt­ 
ing Communist aggression. 
Senator Dodd’s own mail since 
his speech suggests not only 


great public concern about Viet 
Nam but also a deep eagerness 
for more knowledge of the prob­ 
lem. 
The response to his office has 
been heavily but not unanimous­ 
ly favorable. Many more than 
half of those who expressed 
agreement with the substance of 
his speech, as they have read 
or heard about it in the press, 
also requested the full text. 
There is unmistakable realiza­ 
tion of the seriousness of Viet 
Nam, the effects of an Ameri­ 
can pullout and the need for in­ 
formed public opinion.

Parading Obscene Words 
At U.C. Is Senseless 


The latest “four letter word” epi­ 
sode at University of California makes 
even less sense than the demonstra­ 
tions and riots that erupted late last 
year in the free-speech controversy. 
The rebels of last December’s free 
speech battle may have had some sem­ 
blance of a “cause” for which they 
were fighting— the freedom of politi­ 
cal solicitation on campus. 
But the students and non-students 
who are currently trying to stir up an­ 
other controversy by flaunting obscen­ 
ity in public are rebels without any 
cause whatsoever. 
The redeeming feature of the latest 
furor is that there are other students 
who immediately stood up to condemn 
those who were displaying the obscene 
words. 
Prof. Mark Schorer, well-known au­ 
thor and respected chairman of the 
university's English department, label­ 
ed the “four-letter word” rally a “dis­ 
service to the Free Speech Movement” 
and akin to the “panty raid-sex-beer” 
category. 
“It makes it more difficult for the 
faculty to protect your serious inter- 


ests,” the professor pointed out. 
Student rebels, who consider them­ 
selves too sophisticated to heed admo­ 
nition from newspaper editorials or so­ 
ciety at large, would do well to heed 
the advice of one of their own faculty 
members. 
We realize that some college stu­ 
dents today are war veterans who 
picked up their share of four letter 
words and can use them with careless 
abandon. 
But even they can certainly confine 
the use of such language to stag par­ 
ties or their own circle of friends with­ 
out advertising their new found vo­ 
cabulary on placards in public view of 
women and children. 
College men who would impose such 
vulgarities on an unwilling public show 
even less sense than the group of high 
school students in Marin who recently 
led a bus driver on a wild goose chase 
up and down Mount Tamalpais. 
The bus episode was dangerous and 
inexcusable. But the parading of ob­ 
scene words by a group of grown col­ 
lege students was utterly senseless.

Despite his bent for thievery this man show­ 
ed that he also had an unusual capacity for 
good. How much more satisfying his life might 
have been if he had given wider play to his 
nobler impulses and restrained his weaknesses.

Not All Arms Control Proposals 
Good, Including Plan By Lynch

SACRAMENTO (CNS) - The 
unusual sweetness and light

firearm s 
control 
legislation so far this year 
took a 180-degree turn last 
week with the introduction of 
three bills sponsored by Atty. 
Gen. Thomas C. Lynch. 
About 10 bills had been intro­ 
duced this year to tighten con­ 
trol over purchase and posses­ 
sion of concealable weapons. 
They were recommended by 
the Assembly Committee on 
Criminal Procedure and met 
with the approval of the Na­ 
tional Rifle Assn , which nor­ 
mally is opposed to most fire­ 
arm s control legislation. 


THESE BILLS 
by Assem­ 
blymen Gordon H. Winton Jr., 
D-Merced,

increase the penalty for theft 
of a firearm to a felony; 
re-define machine guns and 
sawed-off shotguns to take in 
new versions of the weapons; 
restrict sale to narcotic ad­

by 
persons under 18 unless accom­ 
panied by parents or guard­ 
ians, and require some addi­ 
tional information on applica­ 
tions for purchase of hand­ 
guns.

WASHINGTON—It is getting 
to be too much of a bad thing 
—these violent attacks on U. S. 
embassies abroad, with foreign 
governments permitting and 
encouraging them. 
One day the headline reads: 
“ U.S. Embassy Stoned Again 
By Moscow Mob.” And on an­ 
other: 
“ Indonesians 
Invade 
U.S. Envoy’s Home.” 


IT’S GETTING out of hand. 
Words alone are not accom­ 
plishing anything. 
U.S. dip­ 
lomatic establishments have 
been 
violently 
attacked 
ât 
least 60 times in 28 countries 
during the past three years. 
And the pointless ritual goes 
on—attack, protest, tongue-in- 
cheek apology, and repair of 
damage. No guarantee that it 
won’t happen all over again. 
President Lyndon B. John­ 
son has put himself into the 
issue. This means that some­ 
thing has got to happen. The 
president can’t protest, see his 
protests ignored, and do noth­ 
ing about it. 
He told Congress in his State 
of the Union message: “ We 
cannot be indifferent to acts 
designed to injure our inter­ 
ests, our citizens, or our estab­ 
lishments abroad. The commu­ 
nity of nations requires mutual 
respect. We shall extend it 
and we shall expect it.” 


WE HAVE BEEN extending 
protection to foreign em bas­ 
sies in Washington and not get­ 
ting it in return. 
President Johnson has gone 
further. 
On Feb. 10 he said 
that the U. S. would insist that 
its embassies “ be given the 
protection which is required 
by international law and cus­ 
tom and which is necessary for 
the conduct of diplomatic re­ 
lations between states.” He 
then pointedly added that “ ex­ 
pressions of regret and com­ 
pensation are no substitute for 
adequate protection.” 
We insist and we protest, 
but protection is not forthcom­ 
ing. 


AMBASSADOR Foy Kohler 
in Moscow said the Soviet pro­ 
tection of the embassy was 


“ grossly 
inadequate.” 
The 
Kremlin issued a perm it for 
the demonstration to be mount­ 
ed against the embassy. Stu­ 
dents were supplied with post­ 
er m aterial, mimeograph m a­ 
chines, portable microphones, 
and they were arm ed with 
rocks, ink bottles, sticks, and 
slingshots with m etal projec­ 
tiles. They were allowed to 
break through the police lines, 
and only after the vandalism 
had run its course were sol­ 
diers, who had been standing 
idly by two blocks away, sum­ 
moned to break it up. 
The rule of inviolability of 
diplomatic representatives has 
served for several thousand 
years as the basis of relations 
between nations. This rule is 
now being widely and reck­ 
lessly violated. 


SOME STOUT medicine will 
have to be prescribed. 
The 
best prescription I have seen 
comes from Loy W. Hender­ 
son, who recently retired as 
undersecretary 
of state 
for 
administration after a distin­ 
guished career in the foreign 
service. Henderson thinks we 
can’t fool around with this 
thing much longer. 
This is 
what he proposes: 
“ If the United States gov­ 
ernment should have reason 
to believe that the insults were 
offered or the attack was made 
with the tacit approval or con­ 
nivance of the government re­ 
sponsible for the protection of 
our representatives and prop­ 
erty, we should at once recall 
all of our representatives from 
the country and should de­ 
mand that its representatives 
leave American territory. It 
also should be thoroughly un­ 
derstood that, if the circum­ 
stances should appear to war­ 
rant. we might take additional 
sanctions.” 
Henderson is one who weighs 
his words. He isn’t disposed to 
coach from the sidelines. I 
suspect that what he is advo­ 
cating publicly is being seri­ 
ously considered by President 
Johnson and Secretary of State 
Dean Rusk. 


INSIDE WASHINGTON 
Move To Accept 
'Cuban Revolution'

WASHINGTON — President 
Lyndon B. Johnson is prepar­ 
ing to issue a policy statem ent 
on Communist-ruled Cuba. 
On the basis of the tentative 
pronouncement pending before 
the president, its apparent pur­ 
pose is to denounce Fidel Cas­ 
tro’s Red dictatorship but not 
the 
“ Cuban 
revolution.” 
A 
definite distinction is drawn 
between them. 


THE STATEMENT also will 
proclaim firm intention to con­ 
tinue the economic embargo 
that has been in effect since 
the 1962 missile crisis. 
But there will he no cheer 
for Cuban exiles who have long 
urged 
removal of the 
ban 
against armed attacks from 
the U.S. mainland, and the 
establishment 
of 
a 
govem- 
ment-in-exile. 
Both 
these 
much - sought 
objectives will be cold-shoul­ 
dered. 


IN E NUNCI AT I NG these 
views, the president will be 
publicly espousing those advo­ 
cated by Richard Goodwin, 
principal author of the forth­ 
coming policy declaration. 
Since the early days of the 
Kennedy administration, the 
32-year-old Harvard graduate 
and law clerk of the late Jus­ 
tice 
Felix Frankfurter, has 
favored some kind of “ accom­ 
modation” with the Castro re­ 
gime. In the summer of 1961 
South American newsmen dis-

GOODWLN BOUNCED back 
into the good graces of the 
White House soon after John­ 
son became president. In last 
year’s campaign Goodwin was 
one of the president’s main 
speech writers. 
Recently it 
was announced Goodwin had 
been named a regular member 
of the White House staff with 
the title of special assistant to 
the president. 
In 
his 
role 
he 
functions 
chiefly as speech writer and 
“ adviser on Latin America.” 
In inner administration coun­ 
cils Goodwin is credited as 
contending that the U. S. “can 
live with the Cuban revolu­ 
tion” and should seek through 
discreet proffers of economic 
aid and trade to woo it from 
Russian subservience. 


HIS FAVORITE argument is 
that the U. S. should make 
available to Castro a “ better 
route to economic viability” in 
exchange for less dependence 
on the Soviet. 
Goodwin's stand is vigorous­ 
ly challenged by adm inistra­ 
tion and congressional critics 
on the ground that if it is U. S. 
policy, as repeatedly asserted 
by the president, to fight for 
the freedom of the people of 
South Viet Nam thousands of 
miles away, why doesn’t the 
same hold true for the people 
of Cuba—only 90 miles from 
U.S. shores. 


JUANITA CASTRO, sister of 
the Cuban dictator, in a speech 
before the Los Angeles World 
Affairs Council, characterized 
her brother as “ another Hit­ 
ler.”

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Alto Annex Tax 
Hike Explained 


A hike of 37 cents in the tax 
rate for persons living within 
the Alto corridor, should it be 
annexed to the City of Mill Val­ 
ley, was explained today by City 
Mgr. Bert A. Balmer.
